Had he possessed a par¬ 
ticle of manhood he would have pre- 
ferred death ten times over to such hu¬ 
miliation, but he seemed to be one of 
those curious freaks we run across now 
and then in whom every sense of pride 
is absolutely extinct. He passed on 
down the line, out in the woods, a man 
without a home and without a coun- 
try.”—St. Louis Republic,.

Tfie ohly exception 
to the premium rule is in the case of the 
sons of workmen already possessed of 
the secret. In some families these se¬ 
crets have been transmitted through 
30 and 40 generations.

He remained * In 
the vicinity of Niagara several months 
and came away without having bought 
a single souvenir postal card or hav¬ 
ing patronized a hackman, forming 
a record that has never been equaled. 

At the time Niagara was discovered 
it was in a wild and uncivilized state.

Near Calving time cows should be 
kept warm and out of draughts. If 
cows are turned into the yards, it j 
should be only on fine, warm days. 

It Is a .good' plan to put a cow in a 
box stall a week or two before due 
to calve. Then she will become ac- ' 
customed to her quarters and be free ^ 
from nervousness. 

As a rule, grain should he withheld 
unless the cow is weak. 

Bran mashes should he frequently 
given. . i 

Plenty ot clean bedding should be ; 
given to keep the cow comfortable, 
and also to keep her. from slipping. 

Oil meal, or better, flaxseed, is high¬ 
ly recommended, fed (or three or four 
days before calving. 

Do not let the cows out for the 
nigh't until the earth is really warm. 

If the cowh lie in cold places at night, 

It will rob them of vitality and you of 
milk. 

See that the oxen at work are kept 
shod. A team can be injured much 
by slipping. Keep a barrdl of sand 
at the door of the cow stable and 
spread it when it is icy. This method 
may save dollars in some choice ani¬ 
mal. ■

Shake and Mend Before Soaking—Use 
Borax to Avoid Need of Hard 
• Berubhiag. 


Take the curtains down carefully, 
remove all the pins or small rings that 
have been -used to keep them in 
place, and shake them to remove the 
dust. If there are any broken places, 
they should be darned with fine 
thread before they are put in the wa¬ 
ter, for very small rents are apt to 
become large holes during the laun¬ 
dering process, unless carefully mend¬ 
ed. Prepare half a tubful of hot wa-- 
ter, adding a little borax and enough 
soap to make a strong suds. Let them 
soak in this half an hour; -then rub 
them gently between the hands and 
work them up and down until the 
water looks dark. Pass them through 
the wringer, being careful to keep 
them from catching on a nail or screw 
or tearing in any way. -Two suds pre¬ 
pared in the same way are • usually 
needed to get them clean. 

The borax saves the curtains by 
lessening the amount of rubbing neces-- 
sary to get them clean. Rinse in deal 
water; then dip them in a thin boiled 
starch that is slightly tinged With 
blue if a clear white- is desired.' Saf¬ 
fron tea added to- the starch will 
make them a delicate cream color, or 
cold coffee will give them an ecru 
tint. 

A frame for drying, curtains may 
be purchased for a reasonable Price, 
or a very good one can be made at 
home after the style of the old-fash¬ 
ioned quilting-frames. But while 
they are very convenient, they are not 
indispensable,/for the curtains can be 
nicely dried without them. Cover the 
carpet in a room that is not in gen- j 
eral use with dean sheets, stretch- i 
Ing them smoothly and tacking them 
to the floor.

Action of the Ip’wa Iiegislatore Look¬ 
ing to the ImpK^veraent of 
■ Highways. 

The following law has been passed 
by the Iowa general assembly, which 
is “the greatest compliment yet given 
the split-log drag,’’ 

The trustees, or supervisors of roads 
Of each township in the state of Iowa 
shall he authorized, by this net to 
have the public highways under their 
control and supervision worked by 
using the split-log or other road drag. 
Said trustees Or supervisors of roads 
shall have the said road drag used on 
the public highways -under their con¬ 
trol not less than ten times for -each 
mile of road of said highways during 
any one year, and at a cost for such 
'work not to exceed 60 cents per mile 
for each time so dragged. Said 
trustees or supervisors of roads shall 
see in Working the public highways 
. under this act that the preference shall 
1 he given to the person, near. and. a'd- 
[ japent to the public highways through- 
L out t^ different townships. This act, 
being of immediate importance, shall 
. he in force from and after its publica- 
[ tion.
